versation aud deportment, that the preach- 
ing of the cross of Christ has not been in 
vain to their souls, but has made them 
wise to eternal lite.

Baptism is 
the gate of the visible church, not the 
means of admission into any one distinct 
society, but the mode of ageneral proies- 
sion of repentance towards God, and taith 
in our Lord Jesus Christ. This the Apos- 
tle enumerates, with the circumstances of 
anity among Christians at large, Eph ov. 
4, 5; where he supposes (hem to be par- 
takers of the same hope, to he governed 
by the same Lord, to beiieve the same 
truth, and to profess it by one baptism.—- 
The catechism of the established church 
of this country is express to this point— 
** What (itis asked) is required of per- 
sons to be baptized?’ The answer ts; 
repentance, whereby they forsake sin, | 
and faith, whereby they steadfastly be 
leve the promises of God made to tuacm 
in that Sacrament.”’ [tis not by basiuess | 
to reconcile such words as these with the 
application of this ordinance to chiidren. 
Let any man bear his own burden. Batit’ 
will be vain to plead the use ot spon 
who promise to repent, believe, renounce | 
the flesh, the world, and the devil, and | 
obey God on the child’s behalf. Repent- 
ance, faith and obedience, are personal ac 
tions, and he that derives his merit from 
another’s faith, may, with equal proprie- 
ty, draw his comfort from another’s salva- 
tion. Proxy will bold as good in one 
case as in the other. 

But, if repentance and faith be personal |

to state a fact within my owa knowledge. 
About the year 1815 or 1816, one of wy 
children was bitten by a copperhead, oa 
the inside of both the aukles, nearly at the 
(same instant. 1 instantly procured pul- 
_verized charcoal, and mixed it with as 
/much hog’s lard as made it adhere. I 
then made a plaster of it, and applied it 
'to the wounds, renewing the plaster every 
jtwenty or thirty ginutes, for ten or 
twelve hours, at the same time giving the 
child ttesh milk to drink. ‘This remedy 
had the desired effect, and very litle pain 
, was endured atier the first application. 
Not more than five minutes elipsed from 
(the time the child was bitten until the 
cure was applied, and in that short time, 
so violent was the advance of the poison, 
‘being near a blood vessel, that sts tongue 
was much swollen, and green matter von:- 
ited by the child ; but the effect of the 
, antidote was nearly as instantaneous as the 
petson. Several of my neighbours in the 
vicinity of Newport, near Clairsville, in 
this county, can attest the above facts.
